ADVANTAGE OF BEING “IN” 


It is a political truism that incumbents generally 
have the advantage in an election. For one thing, voter 
apathy makes it simpler to vote for the candidate who’s 
already in, than to figure out whether his challenger is 
a good guy or a baddie. That ties in with the fact that 
the incumbent has had considerable exposure so that 
at least he’s a known quantity. 

Which also ties in with the fact that a person run- 
ning for reelection has an easier time raising campaign 
funds. The organization called Common Cause ran a 
survey on 25 U.S. Senate races last year and found, for 
example, that incumbents spent an average of $491,000, 
whereas their opponents averaged less than half that, 


or $239,000. 


Some people see this as an argument for public fi- 
nancing of election campaigns. But no one yet seems to 
have discovered the magic formula for handing out the 


taxpayers’ dollars. 


Prompt and full disclosure of donors to political 
campaigns still is the soundest way of handling cam- 
paign financing. It gives the voter an opportunity to 
judge not only the candidate but also the kind of 
backers who want him in office. 


Mathias Seeks California Citrus 


Market In The Re 


“WASHINGTON, D.c. — 
Congressman Bob Mathias and 
Bernie Sisk, along with two 
other California members of the 
House Agriculture committee, 
have written a joint letter to 
Premier Chiang Ching-Kuo of 
the Republic of China asking 
him to buy California oranges as 
part of his country’s program to 
reduce their trade surplus with 
the United States. 

In their letter, the four 
California Congressmen stated 
that “our orange growers in 
California and Arizona are 
searching for markets for their 
fine fruit. Therefore, we would 
greatly appreciate it if your 
Government would consider 
placing fresh oranges on the 
‘permitted’ or ‘category I’ list, at 
‘least from May through October 
when your own oranges are 
unavailable, and that the duty be 
reduced.”

“ECONOMIC ILLS — CAUSES, CURES

What would you do if you 


' discovered you had a case of 
* arsenic poisoning and your 


doctor recommended that you 
swallow some additional arsenic 
as a cure? 

You could follow his advice, 
whereupon all of your problems 
would soon be over. But more 
likely, you would start shopping 
around for a new doctor. It 
stands to reason that more of 


the same poison will just make . 


you sicker. 

Today our economy has an 
upset stomach and it’s 
grumbling. We have overindulged 
in a rich diet of government- 
instigated social programs and 
our economic body is suffering. 
The stomachache has been with 
us for awhile and unfortunately 
is getting worse. The economic 
doctors that we have been 
listening to have prescribed more 
governmental social programs as 
the answer to our economic ills. 

“Mr. and Mrs. America, you 
just haven’t been taking enough 
of the prescribed medicine,” 
they say. “Here, take a larger 
dose of governmental control. I 
know it is hard to swallow, but 
it is good for you.” 

Americans have gulped down 
a lot of this kind of quick-cure 
tonic over the past years in an 
attempt to cure our body 
politic. What is surprising is that 
we haven’t died from it. We have 
survived because the body was 
strong. A weaker ‘one would 
have collapsed by now. 

The new medicine is price 
controls with their companion, 
rationing. It won’t be long until 
rationing is proposed as an 
answer to allocating the 
scarcities on an equitable basis. 

Rationing and price controls 
will only create more scarcities 
and price controls. . .here’s how 
it works. 

Imagine yourself in an 
industry that produces goods or 
services that the public 
wants. .food,; gas, 


transportation, etc... .inflation, » 


governmentally created, is eating 
you alive. To stay in business, 
you have to increase the price of 
your goods, because all of your 
costs are going up.. labor, 
materials, rent and tax increases 
all add to your overall costs. 

The consumer, resenting 
higher costs, complains bitterly. 
If the complaints are loud 
enough and long enough, they 
come to the attention of the 
government, who, in predictable 
ignorance, coupled with 
inordinate desire to control, 
recommends price control of 
your commodity. 

Now you, the producer, are 
in a box. You have a price lid 
placed on you, but little or none 
placed on labor and your 
suppliers. You find your profits

money-losing business?’’ you 
ask.

Two Men Fined

For Hay Dealing 
Without License 
~ SACRAMENTO — Two men 
have been fined and sentenced 
and a third is awaiting 
arraignment on charges of 
operating as a hay dealer 
without a California license in 
the Lemoore-Hanford area of 
Kings county. 

The charges were levied as the 
result of investigations by the 
Bureau of Market Enforcement 
of the state’s Department of 
Food and Agriculture. Bureau 
Chief W.G. Slawson said the 
state law, which requires 
licensing of such agents, is for 
the purpose of protecting both 
the producer and consumer 
‘from agents with marginal 
operations who often failed to 
pay the producer.” 

The two men who have been 
fined are: Lars B. Larson, Jr., of 


“ San Luis Obispo county, who 


pleaded guilty to two counts of 
operating as a hay dealer 
without a license, and Anthony 
P. Batista, of Kings County, who 
pleaded nolo contendere to a 
similar charge. Larson was fined 
$150 and Batista $190. Batista 
was given a 30-day suspended 
jail term, and both were placed 
on two years probation.
